it with all his muscular force, ho finda it 
hard and pointed, nnd thoncoforth he is 
prepared to domonstrate, in the most 
logical manner, to all comera that tho 
elephant ia "very like a spear” ‘To 
change the metaphor, Mr. Tucker seems 
often to forget that truth is prismatic 
—that it is more than pentagonal or hex» 
agonalin form. Before speaking dog- 
matically as to “what istruth,” weought

of demolishing bis opponent with the 
favorite wenpon of hia younger days, 
tho syllogism, he wns accustomed to 
content himself with saying, “Such and 
such seems to be thetruth of the matter, 
B0 farag Lean now seo tho facts and tho 
arguments,” 

That another young Benjamin (also 
of Boston) is pow afflicted much in the 
samo way as was America's most dis. 
distinguished philosopher we have had 
abundant evidence in the pages of 
Liberty, within tba past twelve months. 
Iustance,when criticising an articlo from 
the pen of “Cornolins” ho says in Lib- 
erly of April 23, 87: 

This isa spechnen of the rot with which 
“Luciier's” catunns have been packed ever 
aince T riddled the abaurd position ot B. C, 
Walker and his wifo with arguments that 
havo received the approval of neurly every 
prominent Anarchist, 

Inthesamoe he says thatfor “pure 
idiocy” the paragraph quoted from 
“Cornelia,” “distances all compotitora.” 

Now it so happons that a good many 
readers and thinkers who have read the

Before introducing another quotation 
from Liberty Iwishto say that while 
attempting to show tbeerrors into which 
our contemporary hns fallen we by no 
means claim perfection for ourselves, 
In one instance, atleast, we can now 
sea that exact justice was not done by 
us towards Mr. Tucker, and it is but 
due to bimtosay that the explanation 
should have been made public at an 
earlier date. LBrietly stated it is this: 

Last fall, after the Jefferson County 
Inquisition hnd put its gag law in force, 
denying the prisoners the privilege of 
writing to Luciren or any other paper, 
some criticisms from Edwin's pen ocen- 
sionally ran the blockade and were 
printed as editorial in Luciren's col- 
umus, Among these criticisms was one 
charging Mr, Sucker with suppressing 
important facts communicated to him 
by Lillian, An oxplanation had been 
sent to mo by Mr, Tucker, and this 
knowledgs should bave prevented the 
appearance of Edwina criticisms, 
But the mischief was done and the ex» 
plauation could not be made, except 
privately, until after the release of the 
prisoverg, ‘Nhat the orror was not pub- 
licly corrected befure this late date is 
to be regretted, and I hereby take the 
blame of the neglect to myself. 


Having made this just, though late, 
amend, we propose briefly to notice tho 
charges of “unfairness” made in Liberty 
of May 7th.

Our columns have always been 
open to Mr. Tucker and all bis friends, 

2nd. Although Mr. T, has not asked 
to bo heard in Lverrcr’s columus bis 
friends have frequently had their say in 
their own way. Messrs. Yarros, War- 
rev, Lloyd. and others have had long 
conimupications in our paper, and only 
in ono instanco was there complaint of 
dolay in the appenrnuco of these nrticles, 
and in that case the delay was the result 
of accident and oversight rather than 
of design, 

But while our coluume havo always 
been at theservics of Mr, ‘Tucker and his 
friends, how stands the record on the 
other side? Last winter I sent to Lib- 
erty n short communication and also a 
short article clipped from Lvuerrer, 
written by Lillian, Our object in these 
wns to showto the readers of Liberty, 
in an impersonal and non-controveraial 
way grr attituda towards our 
tozmeutors. Theso communications 
wore declined, and, after a time return. 
ed, with the rensous therefor, This cor- 
respondence is printed in Call, in Lucr- 
ren of Feb, 2 Mr, Tucker closes 
thues 

“I must refusoto allow my raeaus to 
bo naod for propaganda of which I dis- 
approve,” 

Again, in April last, just atter therr 
relense from prison, Edwin avd Lilian 
sent n comnmnication, asking Mr. 
Tucker to allow them to present their 
renzons, in tboir own way, for paying 
costs aud Joaving the Jeifersou Oounty 
Bastile. Mr. ‘Tucker replied jn the edi- 
torial reproduced by us in LUCIFER, 
May 20, prefaciog bis remarks with: 

“I am iu receipt of n communication 
from E, C, Walker and his wife, wlnek 
itis not my purpose to print.” 

Quo of onr chief causes of complaint 
against such journala as the Kavsas 
City Times, and the Valley Valls New 
Era, is that thoir habit is to comment 
advorsely upon our articles but never 
allow their readers toa sea what it isthat 
we really do say, Now, where is the 
difference between the treatment receiv- 
ed by us from these eo-called Christian 
editors and that received hy us, within 
the past six months, from the so-called 
“Anarchist” editor ot Liberty? 


And now iu closing this long article 
we will Just say that although tempted 
to do so we shallnot apply to Mr, Tucker 


If Mr. Tucker's Anarch- 
ism is such s tender exotic that it cannot

To me it seems that my correspondent 
does not atall sense the principle in- 
volved and that she looks at tha ques- 
tion at issuefrom the wrong point of 
view. Uhe Right of untramneted 
Growth 1s the hoart and soul and cess 
sonce of overy upward striving of Hn- 
manity. ‘Thatis, Lusenry, So long as 
itis held that probibition 18 right, so 
long will insistence upon the right and 
necessity of personal initiative and mu- 
tual choice be tho first duty 
of every lover of his kind So 
long as prohibition is advocated 
by a considerable number of peo- 
ple, so long will real temperance work 
remain undone, This prohibition eru- 
sado Las set back the temperance causo 
for at least fifty years. There ure tens 
ef thousands of genuine temperauce men 
aud women who to-day are practically 
shut out from all associative labors in 
behalf of that cause. They ure scat- 
tered all over the country, nud, search as 
thoy will, they can find only ʻa very few 
if any congenial minds withiu the circle 
of their acquaintance, All the organul- 
zations are committed to the odious 
principle of prohibitiou, nod the nau- 
senting odor of Vecksnifian piety 
is everywhoro, We know the great 
importauee of temperance in all things, 
but we also know that temperauco does 
not come from without, that it is not 
torced upon tho individual by a supe- 
rior physical power, and wekeenly real- 
izo that our work is no longer that of 
special temperance teachers; we know 
that we can best inculcate the lessons of 
sobriety by making men and women 
vigilant in guarding their rights aud 
persona against invasion. The virtues 
of the slavo nro only negative ones, at 
the very best, i 


It is useloss to attempt to “press upon 
thought what tomperance ie,” solong 
asthe mind of our pupil iein a etato of 
rebellfon against us, and it will be in 
rebellion so long as we staud over him 
with the club of prohibition anthori- 
tutivoly telling him that ho must believe 
our definition the true one and must act 
in accordance therewith, 

What is right (righteous) is one thing; 
what a man has a uatural and showld 
have a civio right te do, may often be 
quite another, It is not right that a 
man should overwork himself; his 
natural and civic right so ta do is good 
against all claims of his neighbors to 
the contrary. As it injures my eystem, 
it is not right for mo to eat pork; but if 
I should disregard Nature’s warning 
and partnke of this articlo of diet, would 
my fair correspondent cluim the right to 
forbid me soto do? If xot, sbo must 
admit that the Stato has not the right to 
do it, for what one person hus not tho 
right to do no aggregate of persons 
has, 

We must never lose sight of tho vital 
distinstion between what is morally 
rightand thecivio rights of the Todi- 
vidual, So my questioner will readily 
perceive that sho isin error when sho 
metamorpboses the issue as tothe civic 


tight to buy, sell and uso alcohol, into a 
question of moral right (richteouspess), 
Weare told that if thesalo of jin-

toxicants was “held to be an unlaw- 
ful tratlic, the more effective education 
could proceed” On the contrary, I 
hold,as before stated, that the attempt 
tomake it an unlawfnl trafic bas been 
y andis a great stumbling block in the 
way of effective education regarding the 
evils of the drink habit. Antagonism 
has been aroused; those whom wo other: 
wise might havo reached through edu- 
eative and persunsive methods are now 
arrayed in compact ranks against us 
upon the field of political conflict, for 
the gross misuse of the word “temper- 
ance,” confounding it with “prohibi 
tion,” has made temperance (abstinence) 
an equal sharer with prohibition in the 
* resentment and hatred of vast numbers 
of good men and women whose offense 
is that their education and habits differ 
from our own, In addition to this, pro» 
bibition has greatly lowered the moral 
standard by forcing a hot-house growth 
ot neighborhood quarrels and jenlous- 
iee, faleo-swearing, spying, deceit of 
every form and kind, and by putting the 
direction of this great reform of temper- 
nnee into the hauda of priests anxious 
chielly for the glory of their churches, 
and of oflice-lunters concerned only 
for the loaves and fishes. In short, the 
attempt to make the sale of liquor un- 
lawful has in overy way damaged the 
cause of true temperance. But there js 
yot another aspect of this question 
which we must not neglect. If it be 
right to make tho sale of intoxicants un- 
lawful that the “more effective educa. 
tion’’ may proceed with greater rapidity, 
it is right that the services of thoChurch 
should be made unlawful for precisely 
the same reason, Is my friend prepared 
to make this demand? I think not. And 
yet most Freethinkers will admit that 
the Church has, upou the whole, been a 
greater curso to the race than has alco- 
hol. 


“Legally-protected trafic?" But the 
li quor traflic has been protectod in no 
especial way, no more than bas the trade 
iu tobacco, faco powders, pork, corsets 
H and hnndreds of other injurious arti 
eles, The civic right to buy, sell and 
use any and all of these nnd ail other 
productions is good against all assump- 
tons to the contrary, It is my opin- 
ton that all the nabove-meitioned com- 
modities are productive of greatly more 
harm than good, but I havo no business’ 

wae talee MYY Otho matter ‘upon 
my correspondent or any oneelse, But it 7s 
my duty to give expression to every hon- 
est convictions regarding all things af: 
fecting tho human race.
